Hundreds of farm families are involved with serious injury and 
fatalities due to the misuse of farm machines. Nearly all accidents 
can be avoided — this is recognized by most people — even those 
who have had accidents. During the extremely busy season at least, 
a farmer's greatest need, is much more caution and much less speed. 


MOVING MACHINERY SAFELY 



Moving machinery on public roads is a necessary 
but dangerous job. Obey traffic laws. Warn motorists 
with flags by day, safety lights and reflective material by 
night. Post flagmen if visibility is limited by hills, curves, 
or obstructions. 



When moving farm equipment on highways, if 
width is greater than eight feet, red flags are required on 
the extreme ends of the machine during the day and 
lights at night. 

For minimum protection all machines should show 
a red light to the rear, visible not less than 500 ft. and 
carry two reflectors, one at each end of the machine. The 
red light should be carried on the passing side.

Combine operation requires good judgment. Know 
your machine Shut off power before cleaning, adjusting, 
or lubricating. Walk around the machine before starting 
it. Be certain that everyone is clear before engaging the 
power. Keep shields in place. 



Portable elevators and grain augers are leading 
harvest time labor savers. They are, however, involved in 
many accidents. Be certain that drive mechanisms and 
power shafts are shielded. Have adequate help in moving 
and positioning elevators. Always be alert. 



MOWERS 

Keep power take-off shields and other guards in 
place. Securely connect hydraulic hoses. Keep cutter 
bars sharp and in alignment. Set tractor wheels wide to 
prevent tipping on hillsides. 

Always stop a machine before oiling or adjusting. 
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UNCLOGGING BALER 

Shut off power take-off and the tractor or auxiliary- 
engine before leaving tractor. 

Keep clothing in good repair, and avoid gloves with 
extra thumbs or lacings. 

Stand clear of machine before putting it back in 
operation.

The grain auger is a necessity to a farmer but must be 
handled carefully. Children should never be allowed 
near them without close adult supervision. 


Unprotected Machines — many machines can not be 
fully guarded such as the post hole auger. Operators 
should develop safe work habits. Children and spectators 
should stay clear at all times.

GENERAL OPERATING POLICIES 


THIS COUNCIL shall operate as a non-profit, non¬ 
political association devoted exclusively to accident 
prevention. 

THIS COUNCIL shall operatedn the general public 
interest, serving the community as a whole. It 
shall serve no special interests. 

THIS COUNCIL shall work closely and co-opera¬ 
tively with official agencies having legal respon¬ 
sibility for safety. It shall avoid public criticism 
of public officials. Rather it shall advance positive, 
constructive plans for improving safety conditions 
and shall actively work for their application. 

THIS COUNCIL shall encourage and help all res¬ 
ponsible local agencies, organizations, groups and 
individuals to engage in accident prevention acti¬ 
vities within their spheres of influence. 

THIS COUNCIL shall not endorse any commercial 
product or enterprise. 

THIS COUNCIL shall base its program upon com¬ 
petent analysis of the accident problem in the 
area served with major attention given to major 
needs. 

THIS COUNCIL shall have a written statement 
of its objectives and operating policies. 

THIS COUNCIL shall make a formal appraisal of 
its operation, in terms of objectives and program 
goals, at least annually. 


RULES OF THE ROAD FOR TRACTORS 

The Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act of Alberta stip¬ 
ulates that for purposes of rules of the road a rubber tired 
tractor being driven on any highway is to be considered a 
motor vehicle and is subject to the same rules as laid down for 
motor vehicles. 

Also, no person under 16 years of age may drive a tractor 
on a main or secondary highway and no one can give such a 
person permission to do so.
